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Explanation of the Plates. 



Plate 73. — Half-length Figures in Bronze ending in square 
Stands and bearing the Centre Part of a Bronze Chan- 
delier. The subjoined sketch shows the arrangement 
of these figures on the corners of the lantern-like body 
of the lustre, from the lower part of which spring the 
branches of the chandelier. The work, designed in 
Louis XIV style for Prince Anton of Hohenzollern 
Sigmaringen, was executed by A. Stotz, Bronze Manu- 
facturer in Stuttgart. 

Plate 74. — Wall Decoration by George Trollope & Sons 
in London, 

A Chimney Piece in Marble, the upper part with 
rich carving showing a niche with a bust, forms the 
chief feature of the Wall decoration. The panels are 
enriched with tapestry in light colors which contrast 
agreeably with the dark tone of the woodwork and 
pilasters.
